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Chloe "Responsive" To Treatment

One month after being diagnosed with acute 
lymphatic leukemia (ALL), Chloe Olivia Harding - a 
blue-eyed baby girl born on September 6, 2010 - continues 
to demonstrate resilience. 

The Rochester girl is the youngest in the state 
with such a diagnosis, which she received on January 11. 
Her parents, 28-year-old Lindsay and Harrison Harding, 
are on leave and remain at her bedside at the Children's 
Hospital of Boston, where she is undergoing intensive 
doses of chemotherapy. 

ALL is a type of blood cancer that affected 
approximately 5,330 people in the United States in 2010, 
and is the most common type of leukemia in children 
under the age of 20, according to the Leukemia and 
Lymphoma Cancer Society (LLSC). Chloe is unusually 
young to receive a diagnosis, as most cases of ALL are 
detected in children 2 years or older. According to LLCS,

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most children are cured of the disease after treatment 
and tend to recover better than adults who receive the 
diagnosis. 

"Chloe's been doing really well. She's really 
hanging in there," reported her aunt, Jillian Bateman. 
She described her young niece as "giggling and trying to 
crawl" and right on task developmentally. 

Doctors continue to operate on Chloe this week, 
and the latest round of chemotherapy began on Monday. 
"It is a lot for a baby," Ms. Bateman said. Doctors are 
playing it safe with her care, she said. A recent cold that 
struck Ms. Bateman prevented her from seeing her niece 
for two weeks, but she said her caregivers would not risk 
visitors even with a small cold spreading it to Chloe. "We 
want to see her badly, but it hasn't been in the cards," she 
said. 

Chloe's otherwise "excellent health" has helped 
her in her ongoing treatment, according to Rev. Leo 
Christian of Rochester Congregational Church. "Everyone 
has been praying and waiting. She is holding up her 
strength," the reverend said of the baby he baptized last 
year. 

Rev. Christian, who is providing continual 

support to the family, said that "every day is up and 
down" as treatment is administered. "She's a little girl 
with the worst disease you can have," he said. However, 
Chloe is "strong" and "full of smiles," he said, and "very 
responsive" to the treatment so far. 

Chloe's parents have showed strength in coping 
with the life changes, the reverend added. "This is 
something that no parent ever wants to face, but I must 
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say they have done it well. They have been really strong," 
he said. 

In addition to her parents and two-year old 
brother, Wyatt, Chloe has the benefit of receiving the 
support of her town, Rochester. Both parents grew up in 
Rochester, and her grandparents Paul and Sue Moore, 
and Harry and Kathy Harding all reside in town as 
well. In addition to firmly planted roots, both parents 
work in local service-related professions. Chloe's father, 
Harrison, works at the highway department and serves as 
a volunteer emergency medical technician and firefighter, 
and her mother works at a nurse at Tobey Hospital and as 
an emergency volunteer technician. 

"Everybody knows them," said Rev. Christian. 
Despite the circumstances, "it has been wonderful to see 
part of the whole town come together." 

To help cope with the costs, Rochester Chief 
Dispatcher Tracy Eldridge and Paula Church, among 
others, are coordinating a number of events to raise funds 
for the family. A few upcoming events include:

said that over $200 worth of flowers were used in the four 
arrangements. 

"The purpose of Art in Bloom is to complement 
the sculpture, painting or object, which gives the piece 
a second change to be viewed and studied," said Fluffy 
Winner, one of the designers. Ms. Winner and Donna 
Morrissey each did two floral interpretations of the 
paintings. Ms. Winner is the past chairman of flower for 
the MFA and designed the museum's flower room. Ms. 
Morrissey is a member of the Wareham Garden Club and 
a MFA senior associate, and a master flower show judge. 

The two flower arrangement experts have 
worked together for many years and are on the committee 
responsible for all flower arrangements at the museum. 
Ms. Winner and Ms. Morrissey take their flower show to 
various garden clubs and women's clubs to publicize the 
museum and describe the work that goes into the creation 
and maintenance of the many floral pieces on display in 
the museum. A flower endowment fund of approximately 
one million dollars generates an annual budget of roughly 
$50,000 for flowers. All of the floral arrangements are 
created by museum associates - no outside florists are 
used. 

The Museum of Fine Arts Boston was the first 
museum in the country to introduce the concept of a 
show of art and flowers together. The annual Art in 
Bloom event lasts four days each spring and utilizes 50 of 
the museum's art objects to be interpreted though floral 
arrangements. The four-day event marks the busiest 
week of the year at the museum and will be held April 30 
through May 2 in the newly opened Art of the Americas 
wing this year. 

Both women talked and answered questions as 
they arranged the flowers. They provided tips on how 
to "condition" flowers prior to making an arrangement. 
"Using small scissors, clip the tip of the thorns in the rose 
stem, but do not remove the thorn," said Ms. Morrissey. 
"Clip off the leaves of the stem - don't pull them off. Cut 
the stem under water and leave it there for a couple of 
seconds," she added. "Get familiar with the people who 
work in the floral department of your grocery store and 
find out what days the flowers arrive and always buy 
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them fresh, so they'll last longer," said Ms. Winner. 

"I believe that floral arranging is a true gift and a 
work of art in itself," said Ms. Winner. "Donna and I had 
the privilege to work with many international and U.S. 
floral designers and have been exposed to so much," she 
added. Ms. Winner explained that the flower arrangement 
course at the museum lasts four years, much like a 
college education, with the first two years in training and 
exposure, and the final two years with more responsibility 
and achievement. The flower committee admits 36 people 
every other year. In total, there are over 1,000 volunteers 
in all areas at the museum, she said. 

The arrangements made at the Women's Club 
meeting were raffled off at the end of the presentation. 
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with four lucky women taking some springtime color 
home with them as they stepped in the winter afternoon. 

Warning Issued for Liquor Violation 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Naida Parker 
on February 14, 2011 at 7:00 pm. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Richard Nunes and Bradford Morse, Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Veronica Lafreniere. 

After a moment of silence to recognize the 
passing of former selectman and current Planning Board 
member Dan McGaffey, the minutes of the January 10 and 
31 meetings were approved. 

The first appointment of the meeting was a 
public hearing for a reported liquor license violation at 
Matt's Blackboard, a restaurant located in the Plumb 
Corner Mall. According to police chief Paul Magee, the 
department recently conducted a routine sting on all 
alcohol-serving establishments in the town, and Matt's 
Blackboard was included in that operation. Without any 
identification, a 19-year-old participant in the sting was 
served a beer at the restaurant. Chief Magee said that he 
spoke with the participant, observed the situation and 
spoke with the owner of the restaurant directly. 

"He was visibly upset," said Chief Magee. "He 
took it very seriously when it happened." Chief Magee 
said that server training and contracted accountability 
would be a necessary step for the restaurant. He asked 
the Board to "follow past practices" in regards to liquor 
license violations, and recommended that they issue 
the restaurant a verbal warning. The Board voted to 
follow Chief Magee's recommendation and issued Matt's 
Blackboard a verbal warning for the violation. 

In a second appointment, the Board met with 
Council on Aging Director Sharon Lally to discuss a 
COA expansion project. Ms. Lally said that the expansion 
project would add 900 square feet onto the rear portion of 
the COA building and would allow the COA to facilitate 
an expanded program. In the program, the COA could 
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offer services to elderly residents suffering from isolation, 
depression and the early stages of dementia. 

"Once [the program] is up and running, it would 
be self sustaining," said Ms. Lally, who described the 
planned activities as "increasing socialization" and said it 
would provide "respite for the loved ones who worry". 

Ms. Lally said that she has been in negotiations 
with Wayne Davis, manager of the Norton-based Morton 
Buildings construction company. The company gave a 
favorable estimate for the project, and Ms. Lally hoped 
that they would be able to contract with them without 
bidding out the work. The money for the project would be 
coming from a private "Friends of the CO A" group, which 
meant they might not have to bid the project out, Ms. 
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Lally said. She discussed the matter with the Attorney 
General's office, who said that the issue was "a fine line", 
but that a vote from the selectmen would give the project 
autonomy in funding and bidding. 

Ms. Lally said that the CO A was hoping to 
"circumvent the other kind of bidding process" and said 
that accepting the quote from Morton Buildings would be 
"more expedient and less costly". 

Mr. LaCamera, chief procurement officer for 
Rochester, expressed a "number of concerns" with the 
project, however. His two main concerns were: the 
fact that the privately funded annex would still rely on 
facilities from the federally-funded main section of the 
building, and that the selectmen should put together a 
building committee for the project. 

"If you are going to put an addition on an 
existing [town] building, that comes under the Board of 
Selectmen," said Mr. LaCamera. "Is it premature to decide 
which direction we are going to go in?" Mr. LaCamera 
said the selectmen should not act until a timeline was 
declared and some concerns were addressed. Mr. 
LaCamera also asked Ms. Lally if there were any grants 
available for the project. 

"To my knowledge, there won't be state or 
federal grants to apply for," said Ms. Lally. However, the 
group recently received a private donation of $50,000 that 
was promptly earmarked for the construction project, and 
an additional $20,000 from a local bank was adding to the 
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project's budget. 

The Board expressed support for the proposed 
annex on the nine-year-old building. 

"What we would really like is to have the 
taxpayer not have to pay anything," added Pat Ryan, 
member of the Board of the Council on Aging. "The need 
is out there. It's not that we plucked this out of the air" 

The consensus of the Board was that they 
supported the project, but they wanted to sort out the 
details first. "I don't think there are any concerns about 
moving forward," said Selectmen Morse. 

"I think you have the Board's support," agreed 
Selectmen Nunes. 

The Board voted to have town counsel Blair 
Bailey pursue the issue further with Ms. Lally. 

A scheduled dog nuisance hearing for Michael 
and Shelly Delk of Ryder Road was continued. The 
hearing issuance was sent to the addressees, but they 
were not home to receive it. The hearing has been 
continued to February 28 at 7:15 pm in the town hall. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr 
LaCamera said that, with Mr McGaffey's passing, the 
Board would have to advertise a vacancy on the Planning 
Board. It is too late to pull papers for the 2011 election he 
said, so the appointment would have to carry over into 
the next year as well. 

In a discussion of the preliminary Fiscal Year 
2012 budget, Mr. LaCamera told the Board: "we knew 
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this was going to be a difficult year". He did offer some 
silver linings to the budget, saying that excise taxes were 
higher than predicted, which indicated that residents had 
purchased new cars since last year. Free cash, however, 
is down $180,000 because SEMASS was closed for two 
weeks in February 2010. 

The major point of contention for the town, 
according to Mr. LaCamera, came in the form of a 
budgetary increase from the Old Rochester Regional 
District. Mr. LaCamera admitted that Rochester was 
sending more students to the school, which meant that 
they owed more in contributions, but he said that the 
projected budget is $4.6 million, about $200,000 more than 
what Mr. LaCamera said was necessary. Considering 
the town budget would be over $355,496 for FY 2012, the 
$200,000 surplus was significant to Rochester's overall 
budget. 

"We've got a problem," said Mr. LaCamera, who 
said that the town should ask the ORR for a level-funded 
budget, but the trick was to get Marion and Mattapoisett 
on board with the request. He said that a source of 
potential savings could be the school's health insurance 
line item. 

The Board did not express optimism in the 
outreach, because a request for level funding would have 
to be the result of the towns reaching a consensus. Since 
Rochester is the only town paying more for FY 2012, a 
consensus with either Marion or Mattapoisett is unlikely. 
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If Marion and Mattapoisett accept the ORR budget, then 
Rochester would be forced to accept the budget as well. 
Under their action items, the Board voted to: 

• Issue a range permit to the Sippican Rod and 
Gun Club 

• Appoint Jeffrey Eldridge to the Mattapoisett 
River Valley Water District Commission 

• Appoint part-time officers Elizabeth Rich and 
Benjamin Katz 

• Approve over-expenditure appropriation for 
further snow removal. The current snow removal deficit 
stands at $49,000, which Mr. LaCamera described as bein 
"excellent" compared to other towns. 

• Appoint veteran Gordon Helm to the position 
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of Veteran Graces Supervisor. Mr. Helm will replace the 
former supervisor Will Boutin, and will complete his role 
with the help of Mr. Boutin's daughter, Adrienne. 
The Board announced: 

• The Board of Selectmen will meet at the 
Rochester Town Hall at 6:30 pm on February 28, March 14 
and 28, and April 11 and 25. 

• The deadline to submit articles for the town 
meeting warrant is March 1. 

• The annual town meeting will take place at Old 
Colony Regional Technical Vocational High School on 
May 9, 2011. 

Furthermore, the Board read a letter from the Featherbed 
Development Company. In the letter, the company said 
that they were withdrawing their application for a 40B 
comprehensive permit within the Town of Rochester 
without prejudice. 

The Board voted to adjourn at 8:20 pm. 

ZBA 40B Decision Appealed 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Vice Chairman Stephen 
Gushing at 7:00 pm on February 15, 2011 in the Marion 
Town House. 

As the first order of business, the Board approved 
the February 1 meeting minutes unanimously. Shortly 
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thereafter, the selectmen approved a one-day all alcohol 
license for a March 6 steak dinner at the Marion Social 
Club. 

Given the absence of Chairman Roger Blanchette, 
the two-person board voted to postpone consideration of 
the appointment of Paul Hyde as Assistant Harbormaster 
and Mattapoisett Building Inspector Andy Bobola as 
alternative building inspector until a later meeting. 

Mr. Dawson then discussed a proposal to hire 
Tara and Howard Engineering for $57,500 to examine the 
source of perchlorate discovered last fall at West Well, 
which serves Marion residents but is located in Rochester. 
Specifically, the engineering firm would develop 
mitigation work to enable the town to comply with an

"There is no perchlorate in the drinking water 
because the well closed in September - however, it 
wouldn't be prudent to keep West Well shut off forever," 
Mr. Dawson stated. 

The engineering bill would be paid for by 
currently appropriated dollars available in a source water 
reserve built into the enterprise fund budget, he added. 

Mr. Dawson said that until more wells are tested, 
the source of the percholate remains unknown and "we're 
tilting at windmills to guess what it could be." He hopes 
to eventually test more wells within closer vicinity to 
West Well, but that would require Rochester residents to 
voluntary open up access to their property for testing. 

To that end, Mr. Dawson said that he anticipates 
meeting with the Rochester Board of Selectmen and the 
Rochester Board of Health to present the engineering 
firm's findings in part to encourage Rochester residents 
to open up their property for more testing. He added that 
Giffords Park would soon be tested. 

In other business, the Board formally declared 
the temporary seasonal increase in Marion population 
as 7,500 residents effective July 1. This designation is 
required by the Alcohol Beverages Control Commission 
(ABCC) to determine the allowable number of seasonal 
liquor licenses, which is based on population. 

The selectmen also authorized deficit spending 
for snow and ice removal work by the Department of 
Public Works. According to Mr. Dawson, the current 
deficit ranges from $34,000 to $45,000. 

Mr. Dawson also updated the board with 
news that the town has closed on the 52-acre Rentumis 
property, which it purchased using a revolving fund 
provided by the Coalitions of Buzzards Bay. Mr. Dawson 
said that a conservation restriction still is being worked 
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out and requires state approval. The restriction will 
come before the Board for their approval, Mr. Dawson 
explained. 

"We're pleased to report that has taken place," he 

said. 

A discussion on proposed changes to the 
ambulance insurance rate maps was postponed until the 
first meeting of April. 

The board then acknowledged the following 
correspondence: 

• DEP notification of a waterways application for 
17 Moorings Road. 

• A memo from the Mattapoisett herring 
inspector regarding an annual herring meeting scheduled 



during the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen meeting on 
Tuesday, February 22 at 7:20 in the Mattapoisett Town 
Hall. 

• Notification of service upgrades from Comcast 

Xfinity. 

• Email notification of upcoming MMA spring 
legislative breakfasts scheduled for 

February 25 and March 11. 

• A letter from AFSCME Council 93 regarding 
collective bargaining, indicating that the DPW union is 
ready to begin negotiations with the town. 

The board also heard updates regarding Baywatch 
Realty Trust, a proposed 40B project currently in litigation 
with the town. Mr. Dawson reported that Baywatch 
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recently won a court decision against the ZBA. In the 
lawsuit, a ZBA decision requiring Baywatch to launch a 
new hearing after presenting what the board considered 
to be "substantial changes" to a comprehensive permit 
was challenged. The Housing Appeals Chairman ruled 
against the town with the argument that the change was 
insubstantial and not needing a new hearing process. 

In related news, the board learned that the town's 
housing production plan was formally approved by the 
state. 

Also, Mr Dawson told the Selectmen that the 
building commissioner, with assistance from the chief 
of police and the fire department, determined that 177 
Spring Street is an unsafe building. The building had 
recently suffered a partial roof collapse. 

In unrelated news, he said the Marion Recreation 
department is inviting the selectmen and the public to 
attend a special Marion youth basketball program on 
March 3 at Old Rochester Regional High School. 

The board adjourned at 7:46 for the purpose of 
discussing strategies for upcoming collective bargaining. 

Conservation Restriction Endorsed 

Mattapoisett Conservation Committee

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission was called to order by 
Chairman Macallister at 6:30 pm on Monday, February 
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14, 2011 in the conference room of the Mattapoisett Town 
Hall. 

As part of an effort to acquire land that supports 
the local aquifer system and the Mattapoisett River 
Valley, Alan Decker of the Coalitions for Buzzards Bay 
approached the commission for their support for a 
conservation restriction. This restriction would affect 42.5 
acres of land off Acushnet Avenue, currently owned by 
Decas Cranberry Company, and would would later shift 
ownership to the town. 

"The land would support the aquifer [and local] 
drinking water," Mr. Decker explained. He said Buzzards 
Bay is seeking ConCom's approval for the restriction for 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen review and approval 
with a municipal certification at its upcoming meeting on 
February 21. 

Under the pending agreement, the parcel would 
be restricted to passive recreational use and the town 
could construct a well if the need arises in the future. Mr. 
Decker said that landowner Nick Decas supports public 
access, and the Coalitions for Buzzards Bay hopes that 
acquisition is "a piece of a larger effort to have connection 
of walking trails." He said the organization already owns 
an adjacent parcel. 

"If things go according to plan, [in the future] 
we'll retire the [adjacent] bog and do habitat restoration," 
said Mr. Decker. "I'm working with the town counsel, 
Kopelman and Paige, to finalize the conservation 
restriction and the state has seen it." 

The ConCom members formally expressed 
support for the conservation restriction, with the 
stipulation that language in an accompanying draft 
document - which outlines in detail the definition of 
"passive recreation" - is included in the restriction. 

In other news, Peter Newton, who joined the 
Conservation Commission last fall, approached the board 
about taking on an unprecedented role in town beach 
clean up. He said that the town recently received a letter 
from the Massachusetts Environmental Protection Agency 
(MEPA), which cited violation of its Natural Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) permit. 

He said to fix the violations, the commission 
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could "take a lead" to organize cleanups and facilitate 
compliance. He said that there have not been any 
beach teams assembled for this purpose since 2003, and 
organizing such events would be beneficial before the 
town's 2010-2011 MEPA review. 

"If we do the beach cleanup, we can put it on the 
permit to show we're taking steps to comply with it," 
Andy Bobola, building inspector, explained. 

"It would be a nice gesture to take this thing on," 
Mr. Newton said. 

Although the commission at first expressed some 
hesitation about moving outside of its role as guardian of 
the Wetlands Protection Act, they did give Mr. Newton 
support to pursue two half-day beach cleanups in the 
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spring and fall. The commission agreed that high school 
students. Old Rochester Little League, cup scouts and 
other youth organizations could get involved. 

In other actions, the commission approved 
three Notice of Intents for single-family homes for Lot 
28A, Lot 29A and Lot 28 at Goodspeed Island with the 
stipulation that the properties' coastal banks are buffered 
by a ten-foot "no touch" zone. A maintenance plan to 
remove deadwood would be allowed, however, under the 
approval. 

The commission also approved a Request for 
a Determination of Applicability for Barbara Jasmin to 
elevate an existing structure to meet FEMA standards at 5 
Creek Street. 

At 7:30 pm, the commission adjourned. 

Budget Indicates Possible Cuts 

Old Rochester Regional School District

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School District was called to order by Chairman 
Peter Bangs at 6:10 pm on February 9, 2011 in the 
superintendent's conference room at Old Rochester 
Regional High School. 

A preliminary look at ORR's Fiscal Year 2012 (FY 
'12) draft budget shows that cutting teaching positions 
may be required to achieve a level funded budget, 
according to Superintendent Doug White. 

"There is no place to go elsewhere - otherwise 
you'll cut into programs," Mr. White said. The FY '12 
preliminary budget for ORR junior high and high school 
would be $15,690,209, a $370,251 increase or 2.42 percent 
increase from last year. He said to find that $370,251, five 
to eight teaching positions possibly would need to be cut. 

"We've got a real problem, don't we?" asked Dr. 

Bangs. 

"We do," agreed Mr. White, saying that strategies 
need to be examined to find more funding, but "the 
budget we put in front of you is the budget we thought 
best for the junior high and high school level." 

He added that unemployment payments to 
teachers cut would require "three teachers to be cut for 
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every two you need." 

One issue in the budget is town assessments 
- reflecting Chapter 70 state aid, transportation 
reimbursement, capital expenditures, and money a town 
owns based on student population and wealth - which 
Marion, Rochester and Mattapoisett are required to 
contribute. 

Under the proposed budget, assessments would 
total $13,810,013, an increase of $133,856, with Rochester 
getting hit with a $450,406, or 10 percent, increase due 
to changes in its student population and wealth. Both 
Mattapoisett and Marion would owe less this year 
compared to last year under the draft budget. 

The overall $133,856 increase reflects projected 
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reductions in state aid, in particular Chapter 70 aid and 

transportation reimbursement, that are in part expected 
because of the state's $1.5 billion deficit. 

"This year [Rochester] is getting hammered, but 
1 don't think there is much we can do about that," Dr. 
Bangs said of Rochester's higher assessment. 

Paul Silva, ORR school committee treasurer, said 
that although the changes are painful for Rochester, the 
contributions between the towns are starting to level 
out. "It has to be fair. We all feel the same pain," he said, 
noting that looking at town contribution per student 
would be worthwhile. 

Overall, the draft budget represents a $281,644 
increase for professional and non-professional staff, a 
reduction of $86,745 in contracted services, an increase 
in $3,679 for supplies, and a $184,724 increase in benefit 
and "other" costs, including health insurance and 
transportation. 

"This is not a problem we'll solve this evening. 
There is a discussion needed on where cuts should be 
made," Dr. Bangs said. 

"We'll make a priority list," said Principal 
Michael Devoll. "I'm not looking forward to making [the 
budget] public." 

The committee agreed to postpone the public 
hearing on the ORR FY '12 to allow the budget 
subcommittee more time to develop strategies. The 
hearing had been scheduled for March 1. Also, the board 
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agreed that Mr. White would present the draft budget 
to the Tri-Town Selectmen so they are aware of the 
upcoming challenges. 

The outcome of staff negotiations also could affect 
these numbers. Dr. Bangs said that three more meetings 
have been scheduled throughout the spring to firm up 
these agreements. 

As a way to bolster school revenue, the school 
committee did vote to increase the number of School 
Choice slots for next year from 22 to 50. School Choice 
allows out-of-district students to attend ORR in exchange 
for $5,000 from the sending district.

up the number of slots, reporting that students currently 
in the program do well and that adequate space exists 
in both schools to accommodate a heavier load. In 
the high school, Mr. DevoU said three of the top ten 
performing students in the ninth grade class are School 
Choice students. "We are attracting the brightest from the 
sending communities," he said. 

In other news, the school board approved the 
addition of boys and girls lacrosse team as an official 
school sport. About 30 students and prospective coaches, 
as well as Athletic Director Bill Til den, came out to voice 
their support for turning the club sport into a real varsity 
offering at the high school. 

Mr. DevoU said "student interest" prompted the 
request, as well as a strong Old Rochester Youth Lacrosse 
League (ORYL) serving 250 students in the Tri-Town ages 
7 to 14 that could supply players in the future. 

"This will provide an activity for 50 to 100 girls 
and boys," said Andrew Mclntyre, president of ORYL. 
The ORR varsity teams would compete in the Maritime 
Lacrosse League. 

In other business, Mr. Brogioli, junior high 
principal, discussed progress on four district goals he 
established as part of the Strategic Plan at the beginning 
of the year. 

He reported success in the first goal, reducing 
paper consumption. Teachers, who are integrating more 
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writing exercises into class work using "a common 
rubric," are working on the second goal to improve 
MCAS writing composition scores, he said. "I'm also 
planning to visit more classrooms - about three per day," 
he said. 

In other news, the school board approved a 
request for an overnight junior semi-formal scheduled to 
take place at the ORR campus on May 20. The event will 
be chaperoned with a ten to one adult-to-student ratio 
and all adults would be CORI-checked. 

Steve Murphy, district facilities manager, reported 
ongoing success with the installation of the Direct Digital 
Control system program and said that custodial staff is 
providing more input on methods of doing their job more 
effectively. 

Elise Frangos, the district's curriculum director, 
said that workshops have been ongoing since December 
to allow teachers to craft common assessments that are 
"short, clean and expeditious." She said these workshops 
have enabled teachers to create professional learning 
communities to share expertise. "I think people have 
enjoyed the collaboration," she said. 

In action items, the board approved the January 
13 regular and January 18 executive session minutes.

Averting a multi-billion dollar tax increase, Congress passed the fax f^M, Urtemploytmnt kisureme Itea^iorization and Job Creation Act of 
2010 (2010 Tax ReHefAct) on Decemtier 17th, 2010. The new law extends most of the Bush-era tax cuts for an additional two years; no one 
seems to be left out Wage earners will get a new payroll credit while large estates benefit with lower tax rates. Businesses benefit with a huge 
tax write-off on new equipment purchases. 

Individual taxpayeis with incomes between $35,000 and $65,000 are given the biggest percentage of savings from the law. The new act extends 
the capital gains and dividends tax relief, provides for an AMT 'patch', and a one year payroll tax cut The most Immediate Impact comes from the 
payroll tax cut and the extension of the reduced Individual tax rates. 



Capital Gains and Dividends Get Special Treatment 

The 2010 Tax ReMAct extended the zero tax rate on qualified capital gains and dividends thnxjgh 201 2. 

New Hiring Incentives 

During 2010 the Hiring incentives to Restore Employment (HIRE) Act gives employers a financial incentive to hire new employees by combining 
fbiglveness for employer paid Social Security taxes along with an additional tax credit If the new employee stays on ttie payroll for at least 52 
weel(s. 

Standard IRA to Roth Conversions 

starting in 2010, individuals wHh any amount of Income will be able to convert a traditional IRA to a Roth IRA. Under prior law this provision 
was only available to taxpayers with adjusted gross incomes of less than $100,000. Conversions are treated as a taxable distribution, but are 
not subject to the 10% early withdrawal penalty. Income recognized from the conversion can be taxed on your 2010 tax return or averaged 
over two years. 

Health Insurance Deductible for Self-employed in 2010 

starting January 1, 2010, self-employed individuals may deduct the cost of health Insurance premiums paid for the taxpayer and his or her 
immediate family as an expense when computing self-emptoyment taxes. Under the old law, health insurance costs could be deducted as an 
expense for purposes of income taxes but not self-employment. 

Because health insurance premiums have increased significantly, the savings in being able to deduct the premium costs against self- 
employment and income should be significant; making this a nice tax break for the self-employed. 



There are many records and documents, such as your W-2, 1099 Interest and dividend statements, and so on, that support the numbers you 

put on your tax return. You'll need these documents should the IRS select your return for audit. Most IRS examinations go smoothly and 
quickly if you are well organized and can produce support for any numbers in question. On the other hand, audits can become a nightmare if 
you're unprepared and can't prove what's been reported. The first step to being prepared is to organize the records at the time you're preparing 
the return and then keep Uiem with your return. If some of your records need to be stored in other locations, make a copy of the document for 
your tax return file. If you get questioned, trying to reassemble records after a couple years have past by can be time consuming and stressful. 



Under Pressure Congress Passes the 2010 Tax Relief /Act 



How Long Do I Need to Keep My Tax Records? 
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Records you should keep include bills, credit card and other receipts, invoices, mileage logs, canceled, imaged or substitute checks, proofs 
of payment, and any other records to support deductions or cmSte you daim on your return. How long you need to keep your records depends 

on the circumstarce. The general rule, which follows the statute of limitations, is to keep your tax records a mhimum of th'ee years. There are 
a number of exceptions to the three year rule. For example, if the document will affect a future tax return, such as the purchase of real estate, 
the three year rule won't start until the transaction closes, that is when you seN leal estate. Documents, such as a medteal bill, affecting only 
the current year can usually be destroyed after three years. 

New Law Eases Cell Phone Reporting 

In 1989, when the old cell phone rules were developed, cell phones were expensive and considered a luxury item used primarily by executives. 
Congress deckled to tax them the way it taxes the personal uses of employer-pnsvided automobiles. Under this classification, called "listed 
property," empk)yers are denied a tax deduction unless they document the cell phone business use and business purpose. Employees 
were required to Include the value of their personal use in their income. 

Starting in 2010, cell phones and similar telecommunication devfces used for business are no longer subject to the "listed property" reporting re- 
quirements. This means emptoyers may deduct the cost of providing cell phones to employees for business-related use without having to sat- 
isfy the strict substantiation requirements for listed property. 



New Law Extends Phase-Out Repeal 

The new 2010 Tax Relief Act extends the repeal of the itemized deduction and personal exemptkm phase-outs for two additional years, through 
December 31, 2012. To he^ sfimulate the economy Congress had repealed the high income phase-outs for 2010, but Ihey were scheduled to 
rslum in ful during 2011. 

Itemized deductions are expenses individual taxpayer can re-port on their tax returns to reduce taxable Income. A personal exemption is a 
stated amount allowed by the government to reduce taxable income. Individuals are allowed to claim a personal exemption for themselves and one 
for each dependent they support. 

Under pnor law bo:h itemized deductions and personal exemptions were subject to phase-out rules. In other words, if your income exceeded 
certain thresholds both the itemized deduction afxj your personal exemptions were reduced. Starting in 2010 and extending through 2012 those 
income limits have been repealed. 

Credit Card fees for Tax payments

fees can be Included as a Miscellaneous Itemized t>eductk)n on Schedule A. Of course, Miscellaneous Hemteed Deductions must exceed 2 percent 

of your adjusted gross income before they count. Many taxpayers exceed this limit with other expenses in this category v/hich Includes tax prepa- 
ration fees, investment fees, IRA maintenance fees, etc. Ask your tax preparer about other expenses which qualify In the Miscellaneous Itemized 
Deductions. 



American Opportunity credit repiaces the Hope credit 

If you need help paying for college, you'll be glad to hear about the American Opportunity Credit The new education credit, originally passed in 
the 2009 Recovery Act, modifies and expands the Hope credK for tax yeare 2009 and 2010. The 2010 Tax RdfllBf>lcf extends the credit for two 

more years, through December 31, '201 2, 

The credit provides undergraduates a dollar for dollar reduction of taxes, up to $2,500 of the first $4,000 of qualifying educational expenses. Quali- 
fied expenses have been expanded from the Hope credit mles. In addition to tuition, they included expenditures for required course materials such 
as books, supplies and equipment needed far a course whether or not the materials are purchased from the school. 

Unlike the Hope credit, the Aniencan Opportunity Credit can be used for all four college years and is refLndable up to SI 000 You can receive a 
reliind of up to forty percent of the credit, even though you owe no tax. The full credit is available for tax payers with modified adjusted gross in- 
come of $80,000 or less, $1 60,000 or less for manled couples fling jointly. The credtt is phased out for taxpayere with Incomes above these levels. 

New Reporting for Rental Property Expenses 

The Small Business Jobs Act passed in September 2010 requires Individuals receiving Income from rental property to file Infomnatlon returns. Start- 
ing January 1 , 2011 , payments of $600 or more during the calendar year will require an Information return be sent to the IRS and the vendor pro- 
viding the service. 
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First-time Home buyer Credit Extended into 2010 



In November of 2009, Uncle Sam improved the first-time home buyers tax credit once more by expanding the definition of who qualifies as a 
first-time home buyer and extending the time to puchase your home through April 30, 2010. 

For homes acquired after November 6, 2009 credit is no onger restricted to first-time purchases. Under the new rules, long-time residents may be 
eligible for a reduced credit. To qualify, you must have lived in your old residence for any five consecutive year period during the last eight 
years, ending on the date your new residence is purchased. The credit for long-temi home buyers is 10 percent of the qualifying home's purchase 
price up to a maximum credit of $6,500. 

The time to purchase your home has also been extended to April 30, 2010. If a taxpayer enters into a binding contract to buy prior to May 1st 
and the piopefty closes prior to July 1 , 2010 the taxpayer wil be eigUe for the ciediL 

The new law raises the income threshold for which the credit is phased out Under the old law, single taxpayers were phased out between $75,000 

and S95.000 inccne Under new law the phase-out begins at $125,000. For manied taxpayers the old law phased out the credit between $150,000 

and $170,000. Under the new law the phase-out begins at $225,000. 

Also included in the new law is a purchase price limit of $800,000. Under prior la .". t'^e'e was no ceiling placed on the price of the home. Under 
the new law, once the price paid for the property exceeds $800,000 no credit is available. 

Making Work Pay Credit 

The Making Work Pay credit allows a ddter for dolla' reduction of your taxes equal to 6.2 percent of your v/ages up to a maximum credit of 
$400 for single filers, $800 if you're married and file jointly. The credit will be available for 2009 and 2010. 

Uncle Sam put limitations on who will be eligible to take the credit. For high income taxpayers, those with modified adjusted gross incomes ex- 
ceeding $75,000 for single filers, $150,000 for joint filers, the credit will be reduced by 2 percent of your income in excess of these limits. For 
example, if you were a single taxpayer with modified adjusted gross income of $90,000, ($15,000 over the $75,000 limit) your Making Work Pay 
credit would be $100. This is calculated by multiplying your $15,000 excess income by 2 percent to get your phase-out of $300 and then sub- 
tracting your phase-out from the $400 maximum credit allowed. Other fimitations disallow the credit for nonresident aliens and dependents 
claimed on another taxpayer's return. 



Can't Pay the Taxes? 

Paying your taxes in fiill and on time avoids unnecessary penalties and interest. However, if you cannot pay your taxes, you may request a pay- 
ment agreement. Individuals who owe $25,000 or less in combined tax, penalties, and interest can use the on-line payment application process 
to request a payment agreement. This application will allow your tax preparer to qualify, apply for an installment agreement, and receive im- 
mediate notification of approval. 

Business Travel 

If you incur travel costs in your business it may be a good time to review the rules to ensure that requirements are being met and you're get- 
ting the maximum deductton available. 

Uncle Sam defines travel expenses as the oidinaiy and necessary expenses of traveling away from home for your business, prafsssion, or job. 
Lefs look at the separate components of this definition. 

First, the expense must be ordinary and necessary. An ordinary expense does not have to be required to be considered necessary but must 
have a business purpose. A fishing pote may be ordinary arxl necessary for a coastal fishennan while it may have no application to a car 
salesman in Idaho. 

To be deductible, the taxpayer must meet the away from home rule. You are considered to be traveling away from home if you 
are out of the general area of your tax home fonger than an ordinary da/s vrork, and you need to sleep or rest to meet the demands of 
your work. For example, an airline pitot who fi^ a regular 16 hour, nNmHiip flight between two cities, and holds over for 10 hours at the turn- 
around point is consktered to be away from home overnight. A tnick driver who leaves early in the morning on a 400 mile, out-of-state njn 

holds over at the turn-around point for an hour. During the holdover the driver rests while the truck is loaded. The dr vor docs not meet the away- 
from home rule even though he is 200 miles away because the holdover period is not adequate to get necessary sleep. It is not necessary 
that you a^e av/ay from home for more than 24 hours. Once you have determined that you meet the traveling away from home requirements you 
must determine which expenses are deductible. Uncle Sam says that only ordinary and necessary expenses you have are deductible. The 
type of expense that you can deduct depends on the facts and circumstances.

Sec. 179 Expensing Gets Expansion 

Hoping to spur the economy, President Obama has increased the benefits of the Code Section 179 electioa Most new equipment puidiases may be depre- 
ciated over the life of the equipment or using the Sec. 1 79 election, expensed in the year of purchase. 

In 2009, the maximum Sec. 1 79 expense deduction was limited to $250,000. Under the new law the maximum deduction has been hcreased to $500,000.

In 2009, the deducfcn began to phase out dolar Ibr dolar after reaching $800,000 in total equipment pur^^

Anotiier Year of Bonus Depreciation 

In September 2010, President Obanw signed into law an extens i on of the 50 perront depred a tion orig^ 

Relief Act increased the 50 percent bonus to 100 percent. The new 100 percent bonus is retroactive for qualified property purchased after September 8, 
201 0 and through December 201 1 . Beginning in January of 201 2, the new law makes 50 percent bonus depreciation available through December of 2012.

WWII Veterans Share Stories 

Please come to the Mattapoisett Historical 
Museum to learn from the experiences and memories 
of Martin Smith and Norman Cayer, both veterans of 
the Second World War on Simday, March 6 at 2:00 pm 
in the Historical Society Museimi and Carriage House. 
Refreshments will follow. 

In 1944, during World War II, Staff 
Sergeant Martin Smith was a tail gunner for a Flying 
Fortress, or B-17, flying on his eighth heavy bombing 
mission to Germany. His plane crashed in France, and 
he spent the remainder of the war in two German POW 
Stalags. Martin will bring this to life through the stories 
he brings to the Mattapoisett Historical Society, including 
ones about a near lynching, a nightmare trek across 
Germany, and the ingenious ways in which POWs coped 
with hunger and the tedium of the Stalag existence. 
Martin will also bring artifacts from his POW days 
including a knapsack crafted from a shirt, a hat that he 
bartered for cigarettes, and his diary written on the backs 
of cigarette packages. 

Petty Officer First Class Norman Cayer enlisted 
in the Navy in 1942 while still a student at Providence 
College. His first assignment at sea was on a small oil 
vessel. Later he was aboard a personnel carrier that 
participated in the invasion of Okinawa in April 1945. 
This carrier was part of a 1000-vessel fleet that had to 
move in xmison. Okinawa was the largest amphibious 
invasion of the Pacific campaign and the last major 
campaign of the Pacific War. More ships were used, more 
troops put ashore, more supplies transported, more 
bombs dropped, and more naval guns were fired against 
shore targets than any other operation in the Pacific. After 
WWII, Norman returned home, but remained a member 
of the Fleet Reserve of New Bedford. As a young husband, 
father, and a reporter, Norman was recalled to serve in the 
Korean Conflict. He served aboard the Tarawa, a carrier 
out of Brooklyn, NY as well as the USS Wright. Norman 
will describe daily life aboard a naval carrier as well as 
personal experiences of the conflict including harrowing 
storms at sea.

21st Century Bullying

When I was a kid, there 
was this thing called a "corded 
phone". It was big, it was bulky, and 
it had a funny dial on it. Imagine 
how exhausting it must've been, to 
walk across the house, spin the dial 
seven times, and stand in one place 
while you called your friend and 
asked them to go out and play ! 

It took effort and foresight to talk with your friends 
back then, and it took even more effort for a bully to reach 
you. No one called the house and said "Is Anne there? I would 
like to bully her over the phone, please." 

Nope, if you were one of the unlucky ones who got 
bullied - and yes, I was one - you could escape it when you 
came home. At home, you were distracted by your family, 
your hobbies (that didn't include the Internet), and by the 
end of the day - you might be able 
to forget about your bully. Also, your 
bully forgot about you - they retreated 
into their own world of insecurities, 
and there was no Facebook to up the 
daily ante . 

Nowadays, bullying is as easy 
as opening your laptop. It exists in the 
far-reaching corners of cyberspace, 
in manifestations that vary from very 
public to very private. There is no 
place - not even your home - that is 
safe from the troubles of childhood 
teasing. 

No one is safe. Just last week, 
Facebook creator Mark Zuckerberg 
announced that he has a Facebook 
stalker, prompting the social media 
icon to pull a restraining order on an 
overly zealous fan. 

Bullies - are they a faceless mob of evildoers, bent 
on ruining lives? No - probably more like bored, frustrated, 
unhappy kids (and sometimes adults), who try to escape their 
own insecurities through the age-old practice of demeaning 
others. The Internet makes it easier to accomplish and harder 
to feel empathy, since the "bully" can't view the reaction of 
their victim. 

Stalking and bullying is easier - and meaner - than 
ever. But going without any social media, even for a middle 
school kid, can be isolating - and let's face it, the information 
age requires that we raise our kids to have some access to the 
Internet. So what is the moderate approach? 

"Get involved with your child's online activities," 




says Millie Ann Cavanaugh, an attorney practicing law in 
Massachusetts, in an article titled Cyberbullying Can Have 
Deadly Consequences . "Require that all passwords be 
divulged to you and make it a policy to audit regularly. If your 
child has an online web page. . . visit it often to see what he or 
she is posting. This goes for parents of both the bullies and the 
victims." 

The advice is sound - knowing about your child's 
Internet presence is paramount to their physical and emotional 
wellbeing. As parents, we want to give our children autonomy, 
but we have to be the bad guy that insists on accessing their 
personal information until they are legally old enough to make 
sound decisions for themselves. 

Teachers are also partnering with educators to make 
the Internet a safe place in which to learn and communicate. 
In January, Old Rochester Regional teachers, faculty and 
staff attended anti-bullying workshops to help in the region's 
effort to comply with the state's new bullying legislation. The 
legislation requires that all caretaking adults in the school 
system report cases of bullying. In a recent report, Sippican 
School principal Lyn Rivet said that 
the school was reporting one to two 
cases of bullying a week, and these 
reports must have parental inclusion to 
make sure that parents are fully aware 
of what challenges their children are 
facing at school. 

And the schools are turning the 
tables, using the Internet to keep 
kids safe from bullying, too. The 
Old Rochester Regional Junior High 
School has a section on its main 
page where students can report - 
anonymously or otherwise - any cases 
of bullying during the school or on the 
weekend. 

Is it kids being kids? Yes. Kids are 
always going to tease each other, for 
the purpose of bolstering themselves, 
ensuring a spot with the cool kids, and separating themselves 
from identities that they don't want to portray. And the biggest 
challenge for parents is knowing when to let kids resolve 
differences themselves and when to mediate.

Abracadabra

The Illusionist. With the voices of Jean-Claude Donda 
and Eilidh Rankin. Directed by Sylvain Chomet. 
Running time: 72 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

The Oscar-nominated The Illusionist, now playing 
at the Nickelodeon in North Falmouth, is the latest in an 
odd, tiny subgenre of films imagining real-life directors 
as characters in the sorts of films they might 've made. 
(2009's Double Take, which envisioned Hitchcock in a 
Hitchcockian thriller, was another.) Tributes like these, 
of course, exist primarily out of 
film-geek love, as well as the sort 
of homage usually left to novels in 
which, say, Poe or Arthur Conan 
Doyle solve some mystery. If we can't 
have a new film by the long-dead 
French comedy master Jacques Tati 
(M. Hulot's Holiday), the rationale 
goes, we might as well embrace a 
tribute by French animator Sylvain 
Chomet {The Triplets of Belleville). 

Tati, born Jacques Tatischeff, 
only directed a handful of films, though his work spanned 
decades (his first feature was released in 1949, his last 
in 1974). He gained his performing chops as a mime 
in pre-WWII music halls, and this experience seems to 
inform The Illusionist, which, we're told, Tati wrote in 
1955 but never made; it was intended as a letter to his 
estranged daughter. The film itself certainly gets much 
of its emotional fuel from a father-daughter relationship 
between the titular magician — drawn and animated as a 
Tati doppelganger — and a young woman he meets in a 
Scottish pub. Romance is never possible between them; 
she is charmed by his sleight of hand, he is charmed by 
her innocence. She is young; the capacity for happiness 
hasn't been ground out of her yet. 




There are some laughs in The Illusionist, but a 
lot of it is melancholic and somewhat self -pitying. The 
magician has to wander around looking for steady work 
(in one strange episode he winds up washing cars at a 
garage; in another he plies his trade in a shop window, 
making his employer's wares appear out of a hat), 
because he can't make consistent money performing 
illusions for increasingly sparse audiences. It's the 1950s, 
and rock music has invaded music halls; the Beatles- 
ish group in the movie is presented, rather meanly and 
homophobically, as a gaggle of giggling limp-wristed 
sissies. Meanwhile, all around the magician are similar 
old- school entertainers — a clown, a ventriloquist — 
who fall into despair, musing on suicide or pawning their 
props. 

So the movie comes across as 
a vaguely bitter ode to how things 
used to be before modernism came 
and ruined everything. It's beautifully 
crafted, though. We forget at our peril 
how miraculous eel animation can 
be; an entire generation is growing 
up on the canned plastic of Gnomeo 
and Juliet and twenty other computer- 
animated romps just like it, and, 
to put it mildly, they don't all have 
the taste and ingenuity of a Pixar 
production. The Illusionist benefits from what I assume 
is some computer enhancement, but mostly we marvel 
at precisely drawn people in movements slapstick and 
subtle, sometimes both (the animation work on the young 
woman as she gets used to her new shoes is exemplary). 
The landscapes are gorgeous, the background characters 
are always doing something; it's a fully created world, 
and one well worth seeing on a big screen. But the 
nostalgic sadness that suffuses this story — which has 
been divorced somewhat from its painful source — leaves 
us with little except how tragic it is when artists are 
outmoded. For an animator who sees multiplexes clotted 
with stuff like Gnomeo and Juliet, this movie may be 
more autobiographical than even Tati's original script was.

The story ended there until June 3, 1975, when the 
show reopened at the 46th Street Theater, featuring Gwen 
Verdon, Chita Rivera, and Jerry Orbach in the lead roles. 
Although the production was nominated for eleven Tony 
Awards, it won none, losing out on all counts to A Chorus 
Line that opened the same year. 

Chicago again lay dormant until November 14, 
1996 when its revival at the Richard Rodgers Theater 
on Broadway garnered six Tony Awards, including Best 
Revival. In December 2002 yet another film starring 
Catherine Zeta-Jones, Richard Gere, and Renee Zellweger 
hit the silver screen. Since its third incarnation, Chicago 
hasn't looked back. On December 27, 2007, the Broadway 
production welcomed its five millionth audience. 

Following its national success, Chicago has 
become an international phenomenon. Since 2002, the 
show has been translated into ten languages and has 
been staged in England, Sweden, Denmark, South Korea, 
Dubai, Japan, Portugal, Argentina, Russia, Italy, South 
Africa, and Spain.
